consist of not less than three1 officers, and 
finch court shall try offences committed by 
enlisted men of the regiment or battalion 
for which such court is appointed.

All expenses of battalion court 


martial shnll bo paid by tho respective regi- 
ments or battalions for which such courts 
are appointed, and all sums collected from 
finesjuipOEed by such court shall be paid to 
sucb regiments or battalions, to bo disposed 
of as their respective field officers may deem 
proper.

his recent collection, "Tho King's Missive," 
Whittier seems to be conscious of the de- 
cline, for he says: — 


To eloivor, feebler measures move 
The pilent eymr.;,[i]y ul love. 


To me. is dearer now Hun pr.'.jp..'.'' 


The slower, feebler iueiifliires are, incioon, 


obvious, and in the title poem the nuthor 
says, with a puerility at which even his 
ndmirc-rs have a right to laugh : 
" And tho proud man spake ns lip g:t*<y.l (ICTCHI, 


Uncovenuf; 'Kive. Mr. Hliattee.fc his hat.1" 


This is R defiance of all poetic principles. It 
reminds us of Wordsworth's couplets : — 


" When measured free Ironi eicle (o aide, 


Tffas four feet long and three feet wide • 
It was (i tub. lilio one of HIOEP, 
Whiell wc.iuen nso to waph their clothes.'1 


Whatever this is it certainly is not poetry, 
"(jive Mr. Shaltuck his hat" is the boldest 
sort of prosy prose, aud 110 sympathetic 
leading up lo it or great principle of human 
brotherhood underlying it can1 snve it from 
derision. The words "four feet long nud 
three 
feet wide" are not 
more absurd. 


Poetry rebels against, definite statements. 
Walter Scott know he could say "the stream 
was broad, 
the stream was deep," hut, 


though not very much of a poet, he also 
knew that he could not say, even in hi.s 
ootosyllnhic verse, where almost anything 
was tolerated, ; 'the stream was three hun- 
dred nud twenty-live feet broad nnd thirty- 
four feet deep."

exquisite corn Jlower blue, and was highly 
prized by the auciest Indians. Assyrians,

nud Greeks. 


Freed from impurities find rubbed down, it 
gives the 
ultramarine used by moiliaivdl 


nrlists for tho robes of their Mndonuns, and 
in their drty it wna worth, its weight in gold, 
tho purclmser of a picture having nlwnys to 
pny extra for.
